BOARD TURNED DOWN 





Chief Declares It Is Not His 
Duty to Inspect Recita- 
tion Halls. 





The St. Louis Fire Prevention Bureau 
will not inspect the public school build- 
ings to determine whether they have 
sufficient exits or ought to be equipped 
with fire escapes. 

Such matters do not come within the 
province of the Fire Prevention Bureau, 
according to Chief Inspector H. C. Hen- 
ley, and, therefore, the request of the 
Board of Education for an inspection to 
pass on these questions has been de- 
clined. 

Henley Upholds Smith. 

An attempt has been made to create 
the impression that the Board of Edu- 
cation was not satisfied with the in- 
spections made by Building Commis- 
sioner Smith, Factory Inspector Sikes 
and Fire Chief Swingley with respect 
to fire escapes, and that the School 
Board considered the Fire Prevention 
Bureau the only competent authority 
to pass upon these matters. 

“The Fire Prevention Bureau will not 
be drawn into this controversy,’ said 
Chief Inspector Henley. ‘‘Our business 
is to protect property from fires. With 
the matter of fire escapes and exits 
we have nothing to do, but where, in 
inspections, we find a lack of them, we 
report to Building Commissioner Smith. 

‘The Fire Prevention Bureau believes 
that fire escapes are necessary, espe- 
cially on the schools. As a member of 
the Board of Appeals I have always 
sustained Building Commissioner Smith 
in his refusal to grant permits for build- 
ings on which no provisions were made 
for fire escapes. The Board of Ap- 
peals upheld Mr. Smith in refusing to 
issue a permit for the new high school 
on Union avenue until the School Board 
agreed to put on fire escapes. 

Respects Smith’s Counsel. 

“There is no more competent man in 
St. Louis than Building Commissioner 
Smith to determine whether fire escapes 
are needed on the school buildings. He 
has made a study of the fire-escape 
question. Nobody of experience would 
for a moment question his opinion on 


this matter. ~ 
“If the St. Louis public school build- 


ings were insured no ashes or rubbish 
would be permitted in the basements. 
I see from the reports of Chief Swing- 
ley and Factory Inspector Sikes that 
ashes and rubbish were found in the 
basements of all the schools. The 
Fire Prevention Bureau would not tol- 
erate such conditions. 

“One inspection of the schools, such 
as the Board of Education has request- 
ed, would do no good, It would give 
mere'y a false security. Regular in- 
spections, say three or four times a 
year, would be of valué in preventing 
fires. The Fire Prevention Bureau will 
not assume any jurisdiction whatever 
in the matter of fire escapes and exits. 
Those matters, so far as this organiza- 
tion is concerned, are in the hands of 
the Building Commissioner, where they 
very properly belong.”’ 

Magoon Is Looked To. 


Building Commissioner Smith said 
that the Fire Prevention Bureau was 
maintained by the insurance companies 
for the protection of property and not 
for the protection of lives. Mr. Smith 
regards the reports reflecting upon him, 
which seem to emanate from someone 
connected with the Board of Bduca- 
tion, merely as an attempt on the part 
of the official to “‘square’’ himself by 
trying to make it appear that the board 
has nct decided to bulld fire escapes. 

Mr. Smith is thoroughly satisfied that 
Dr. Magoon acted in good faith in prom- 
ising to put up fire escapes, and that 
his promise will be carried out. Dr. 
Magoon himself says the fire escapes 
will be put up 485 s00N as the plans of 
Commissioner Ittner are prepared and 
approved.

Wife Sent From Room.

Hitchcock, who was under subpena, was 
forced to leave. 

Garvan related, in his speech, the 
story of the alleged relations with Helen 
von Hagan, the complaingnt.

She was wheeling a baby buggy near

by “the Investigation ‘Committee. 

“It can be shown upon investigation 
that certain representatives of leading 
newspapers have been subsidized and 
paid by the Electric Boat Co. for favor- 
able newspaper articles and reports in 
behalf of said companies. 

Mr. Lilley repeated to the committee 
as confirmatory of his suspicions 
against the Electric Boat company, the 
incident related by him to the Com- 
mittee on Rules, wherein an intimate 
friend of his, a large manufacturer in 
his home town, told him that he, the 
manufacturer, had the ‘promise of a 
large order if Lilley would vote for the 
submarines; and that a lawyer of his 
own city came to Washington and en- 
deavored to influence him in favor of 
the Electric Boat company. 

“T state also that a man in the serv- 
ice of the Electric Boat company ap- 
proached a member of the House of 
Representatives, then a candidate for 
membership of the Naval Committee, 
and now a member of that commitee, 
and offered his services to secure for 
said member of the House a place on 
the committee. The offer was per- 
emptorily declined, and the mafter pro- 
ceeded no further. I am willing to 
give the name of the member referred 
to, as I make this statement on his au- 
thority, with his permission to say that 
he will at any time appear before the 
committee and confirm my statements. 

Calls Profit Excessive. 

“IT also submit,’ said Mr. Lilley, “‘as 
one of the facts influencing me to in- 
troduce my resolution of investigation, 
that in my judgment under special and 
exclusive legislation the Electric Boat 
company and its predecessors already 
have received from the United States 
an excessive profit of more than $l,- 
000,000 for the construction of its sub- 
marines and that under the proposed 
legislation now pending it will receive a 
profit of more than $1,000,000 in excess 
of what ought justly and fairly to be 
paid for the construction of submarines 
provided for; and that this fact can be 
substantiated by your committee by 
calling as witnesses, the expert. offi- 
cials and constructors in the Navy De- 
partment,”’ 

Charges Company Influence. 

He declared it to be his belief that 
the proposed appropriation of $3,500,000 
to be expended without possibility of 
competition for the construction of the 
submarines of the Electric Boat com- 
pany’s type “‘is designed and has been 
urged by that company in order to pre- 
vent competition in construction of a 
type which would? be unavoidable after 
reasonable time had elapsed in which a 
more powerful competing boat could be 
constructed and placed in American wa- 
ters.’’ 

Congressman Lilley, who asked the 
committee appointed Speaker Cannon 
to investigate the charges that the of- 
ficials of the boat company be sum- 
moned, declared that the books and 
checks of the corporation would prove 
that money had been expended to influ- 
ence legislation and corrupt newspaper 
correspondents. 

When tokl by the committee that wit- 
nesses would be summoned only as the 
testimony indicated they were needed, 
Congressman Lilley asserted that such 
action relieved him from responsibility 
of making good his charges. 

At the opening of the session M1 il- 
ley addressed the committee, aed 
that he desired to correct the impres- 
sion that had been created by the 
report of the committee on rules to the 
effect that he had charged that mem- 
bers of Congres had been bribed.

PLAN FOR NEW WAGE SCALE 


Present Working Agreement Ex- 
pires April 1—Likely to Ask for 


Joint Conference. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 12.~Tn4% 
national convention of the WUnitea 
Mine Workers of America met today to 
decide a course of action because 07% the 
failure of the operators and miners of 
the central competitive field to apree 
upon a joint wage conference to fix 
a scale in place of the present one, 
which expires April 1. 

Indications are that four propositions 
will be considered by the convention. 

The first will be to adopt wage de- 
mands and then issue a call for a gen- 
erai joint wage conference; the second, 
to adopt a scale and issue a cali for 
joint wage conferences by districts: the 
third, to refuse to make any scale ex- 
cept by competitive districts, and the 
fourth, the extreme peace measure, a 
provision that che present contract ba 
continued in*effect a month longer and 
the mines be kept in operation during 
that period. 

It is thought President Mitchell wil; 
advocate the adoption of one of the 
first policies, excepting by pursuing that 
course to get some of the operators to 
sign a scale and put their mines in 
operation. This policy was adepted in 
the strike two years ago.

Mrs. Joana Corcoran charges in a di- 
vorce petition filed Thursday that her 
Husband, Daniel J. Corcoran, former 
Superintendent of City Cleaning, on her 
birthday—Jan. 8, 19077—came home carry- 
ing a shotgun and chased her out in 
her night clothing. 

A year later—Jan. 8 1908—Mrs. Cor- 
coran charges that her husband beat 
her with a hammer because their child, 
aged 24% years, said she loved her moth- 
er better than her father.

The Prohibition Side. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatchk. 

The several articles and editorials appearing in these 
columns have caused me to wish to state a few facts 
as I view them. Were such statistics available, it is 
very probable that they would show that there are 
enough positions now held by women and mere boys 
and girls who are forced to work only because of 
want caused directly or indirectly by drink to more 
than afford employment to those now deriving a main- 
tenance from the liquor trade. But aside from this 
fact, if the money that is now wasted in drink 
was turned into the now depleted household treas- 
uries to buy the daily necessities of life and to buy 
a few household commodities to lighten the work of 
scrubbing, washing, patching burdens of the women, 
the people would be better fed, clothed, cared for, 
educated; and the flood of orders on the market en- 
tailed by a useful use of the now wasted money would 
make a scarcity of labor rather than a drug of it.

it ever since. 

Johnson’s announcement was as fol- 
lows: 

“Any attempt by the South Side Root- 
ers’ Club to carry on as it did last year 
at the White Sox park will be sup- 
pressed. It was a disgrace to baseball 
and an injury to the reputation of the 
entire League. That we will find some 
way to deal summarily with those fan- 
atics, if necessary, is certain. I will not 
stand for it and I know the feeling of 
the other magnates in the League. 

“Baseball does not need that kind of 
Support. There is enough natural en- 
thusiasm in the game that is of a 
healthy nature. The rooting done by 
such clubs is an excrescent growth and 
is injurious to the game. 

“TI don’t like the rooting methods nor 
the financial ways of the organization 
and the American League will not stand 
for the usurpation of the honors that 
rightfully belong to the players them- 
selves by any such bunch of men who 
want to shine in the limelight of pub-

Circular Being Distributed in 
Fight Against Prohibition 
Prophesies Crisis. 








PLEA FOR UNEMPLOYED 
Allied Trades Will Suffer, It Is 
Argued, if Temperance 
Prevails. 





In an unsigned circular being widely 
distributed in St. Louis, the statement 
is made that the brewers, malsters and 
distillers of the United States pay to 
the producing industries of this coun- 
try annually $354,851,097. 

This is divided, in sums ranging from 
$4,000,000 to $150,000,000, among the gTrow- 
ers of corn, barley, rye, sugar products, 
hops, the railroads and fire insurance 
companies, the coal mines and the pro- 
ducers of vertous articles used in con- 
nection with the manufacture and ‘dis- 
tribution of liquor. 

“These industries,"’ says the circular, 
“pay annually state and government li- 
cense amounting to $68,875,465. In addi- 
tion they pay city license, real estate 
and personal property taxes aggregat- 
ing the enormous total of $70,000,000. 

“The continued growth of prohibition 
and the destruction of the brewing and 
distilling industries will result in the 
allied trades in all lines of manufacture 
being made to suffer great losses 
through the destroyed market for their 
product. 

“The unemployed of all the large cities 
of the United States just at the pres- 
ent time number many thousands who 
are clamoring for food and shelter. The 
prohibition movement, if allowed to ex- 
pand, will certainly aggravate these con- 
ditions by adding many thousands to 
the number of unemployed and over- 
loading the taxpayer by compelling him 
to shoulder expenses now borne by the 
industries that certain fanatics are at- 
tempting to put out of business. It 
will put in jeopardy the livelihood of 
upwards of four million people and pre- 
cipitate the greatest financial crisis this 
country has ever known.”’
